Mr. Taft Took For H it Text, “He Who 


Conquoroth Him self Is Greater Than 


Ha W ho Taketh a City,** and Ap­ 


plied It to Political Life. 


Fresno, Cal., Oct. ll. — President 
Taft stopped here for three hours on 
his way to Los Angeles, and delivered 
a little sermon before one of the big­ 
gest audiences that he has faced on 
his trip. 
All the church congregations in the 
city. Catholic and Protestant, joined in 
attending the 
service, and to these 
were added thousands who dropped in 
from the surrounding country districts. 
The service was held in the city hall, 
for no building in Fresno could begin 
to accommodate the crowd. It is esti­ 
mated that 25,000 people were stand­ 
ing before the open air pulpit. On the 
platform with Mr. Taft were all the 
clergymen in the city and a big choir. 
The service was opened by repeat­ 
ing the Lord’s Prayer, the thousands 
standing with bowed heads and follow­ 
ing the words of the leader, making 
an impressive scene. 
The president 
took as his text the Biblical quotation: 
“ He who conquered himself is greater 
than he who taketh a city.” 
The presirU-nt applied the text to 
the political life of this nation. 
“ It 
has not been my part,” said the p r u ­ 
dent in beginning, “to appear in reli­ 
gious exercise* except as one of the 
audience until I started on this trip. 
I 
have, however, found it impossible, un­ 
der the friendly urgency of ministers 
of the gospel, who occasionally desire 
a lay substitute, to keep from taking 
their places and attempting to preach 
a sermon.” 
The president spoke of the victory 
of the man who succeeds in conquer­ 
ing an hereditary taste for alcohol. 
“ But it is not drink alone,” he said. 
“ I sometimes think that the appetite 
for food is one that may well enable 
a man. if he c an control it, to look 
upon self better than the man who 
taketh a city." 
Then. also, there are the little things 
in the home, in President T aft’s opin­ 
ion. go to make up the greatest vic­ 
tory in life. 
“ It is the conduct of the husband, 
as he comes home after a tired day,” 
said he, “in restraining himself when 
he is met by his eager, curious wife, 
who wants to know how he has been 
living during that day and what has 
happened. Perhaps he cuts her off with 
a short answer. Oh, I know’ how It is, 
and so do you. 
You have done it. and 
so have I. 
It is the overcoming of that 
disposition and the keeping in mind 
of your wife s happiness and not your 
own comfort that makes the conqueror 
greater than he who taketh a city.” 
Here is one of the maxims of th# 
life that the president would bach: 
“ If you have to say ‘No,’ say it in such 
a way as to indicate to the person to 
whom you say it. that you wo'ild iilUI 
to say ’Yes’ lf you could.”

big mansion on his farm near Paris 
on the morning of Thursday, Sept. 30, 
to go to Pittsburg, where he expected 
to make a visit of a week or more 
with a sick daughter, and on his way 
to the train took a short cut along a 
path through a cornfield. That was the 
last seen of him, and It is believed he 
was waylaid and murdered while walk­ 
ing along this path.

Immediately upon the boy's 
arrival at the hospital, the physicians 
set to work In their vain attempt to 
save his life.

The 
appar one la forked at the top so as 
to hold the ladder firmly. The ladder 
is eighteen feet high. and aa the foun­ 
dation is broad there Is no danger cf 
Its falling over. The brace la so made 
that It can be adjusted, thus enabling 
one to place the ladder at any angle. 


Keeping Surplus Eggs. 
When eggs are only required to be 
preserved for two or three months 
they keep very well packed in dry 
salt or bran. 
The meat of Ms egg 
may shrink and rattle within tbs shell 
when shaken, but its edibility la not 
Impaired. 
Coating the egg with vase­ 
line or batter will also keep it for a 
short time, or any application which 
effectively seals the pores of the shell 
and excludes air will 
prolong the 
freshness of eggs. 
If the egg la even 
momentarily submerged In bolling wa­ 
ter the albumen thereby becomes suffi­ 
ciently coagulated to prevent the en­ 
trance of air. 
In some of the rural 
districts in England and Scotland eggs 
for home consumption are smutted 
over with a mixture of sulphur and 
lampblack, a cheap and effective pre­ 
servative. Bot the limewater mixture 
la beat for general purposes. 


Two or three small pieces of blue 
vitriol will kill the bacterial life that 
la responsible for the bad smells in 
the soft water cistern. 


The presence of some forms of vege­ 
table life in the soil seems to be a poi­ 
son to others. 
F o r instance, cockle 
burs in a piece of soil have been found 
to be very detrimental to a growth of 
red clover. 


It Is better for a fellow’s satisfac­ 
tion and* lienee of mind if be doesn't 
inquire too closely Just how much his 
prairie chickens or partridges coat him 
in time and money the first day of the 
0[>en season. 


The largest apple of which there ie 
authentic record was a specimen of 
the Wolf river variety e x c ite d at the 
national apple show at Spokane last 
December, which measured seventeen 
and one-half inches in circumference. 
It need not be added that it was just 
as poor in quality as it was large. 


The safest as well as most effective 
method for the disposal of the car 
cesses of animals that have died of 
disease is to burn them completely. 
This may take a bit more time, but it 
(\U1 keep dogs or other scavengers 
ffom uncovering sod scattering the re 
mains about as a fruitful source of 
contagion.
